APPEAJIAXCES. 

It hi comfortiiif^ to know that Ji iimn 
lias been found who is satisfied with tlio 
extraoi"dinary treatment of local teniler- 
ers £01* drydopk work. That casily- 
cp&tented persoii^-liappens to be the 
writer of yoatcrday's leadinjj article in 
our contemporary. But not being 
L'ithtu' a bidder for tlio work, or yet a 
tf.xpaycr, or even nn elector, but nu 
einjiloi/e of the Government whose iisliy 
acts he applauds, lie can scarcely be 

> looked upon as- capable of giving un 
unbiased opiniou' ■: on- a. subject fraught 
with so much interest to the public at 
larjjo. The writer assures us that the 
proceedings of the (Joverniiiont have 
been perfectly consoiiaiil with .strictly 
Lonesc dealings. A niim may be found 
iu another nuiujs henroost in the silent 
watches of tlio niglit, hnd his intentions 
towards, ^h& fowls-may bo ino.st honor- 
able. He might \)\cm\ that he invaded 
the precincts sacred to chanticleer and 
his harem for a legitimate purpose; but 
appearances would bo -\-ery much 
against him, and thoi inmates of the 
hennery ^\'p^l]d be instructed to "roost 
high" wlieh next the iiitnider's jiresence 
tbecame known, So with tlio Goroni- 
ment in the matter of tlie loeal bids for 
drydock construction. J t is reported — 
in fact, is the scandal of the hour — 
that the tenders of the local coutriio- 
tors wore opened on the :J8th or 29tli 
December, and that the Premier was 
aware of the amounts of each bid be- 
fore be sailed on the 30th December for 
Ottawa. Wiien tlie bids were deposit- 
ed with liii!! it WAS dislinctly stated 
that the seals would not be broken 
until the tenders directed (o the Ot- 
tawa and London agencies had bepiirc- 
ceiygjl hay^.,, ■ Xe^ we find the securities 
of" local men returned to them on the 
19th inst., at least one week before it 
was possible for tenders received by 
the London agency to have reached tin; 
Government here. This is a matter of 
grave importance, and one which shnulil 
receiya. the earliest attention of the 

^ House. , Like the predicament of the 
jin&n,'in the lienroost, appearances aric 
much against the .Tnmes Bay people. 

'I'liere is .'mother matter in this con- 
nection to wiiich we would now refer. 
Itis said that theGovcrnnient are about 
to commit the construction of the dock 
to an Eastern fi^m-^who will be espe- 
cially favored^ — on the plea that no 
contractors iu this Province are suffi- 
ciently responsible to undertake a work 
of sucli mngnitudo. Wo remember, 
away back in 1875, wlion the contract 
for the coii'erdara was awar<led to a 
lot^al^j'iii'inj 'reading several brilliant 
articies'and listening to two or three 
speeches from Messrs. Walkkji and 
Beaven upon the advisability of en- 
couraging local in preference to foreign

It 
is a plain fact that tlie cash customer 
throughout this town is paying at a 
rate to make, up for losses on goods 
sold iu a most reckless manner. 

The Mayor in his opening remarks 
at the first meeting of the Council 
spoke of the probability of - •having, to 
raise a furflier loan for city purposes, 
r think our city fathers could not un- 
dertake a more popular and useful 
work than the establishment of a city 
market. The renewal of any proposal 
to establish a market will meet with 
opposition from the .usual. quarters, but 
under powers conferred by the legisla- 
ture to i.ssue debentures the Council 
should have no trouble in getting the 
amount required subscribed for among 
the ratepayers by opening a list for 
subscriptions at the City Hall. 

You will understand, rMr-'VEditorfV 
that any plan introduced by the Goun- 
oil must be comprehensible and in- 
telligible to the ratepayers, and any 
powers souglif; for from the legislature 
should bo full eiiougli to enable the 
("ouucil to acquire property for the 
jiurpose intended, cither by purchase 
or under compulsory powers. The.se, 
however, are matters of detaiUwhich 
the Council are fully competent to 
deal with should they fei-1 disposed to 
undertake a work which will redound 
greatly to their credit, be a means of 
investment for money which is now 
earning small interest iu the Havings 
Bank, and conferva great benefit upon 
the great body of the community, both 
producers and rato])ayer.s. 

Since writing the foregoing the 
butcliers' ring has been broken by the 
enterprise of some of our local graziers; 
i)ut this is no guarantee that a future 
combination will not be formed. iVIv 
remarks are not pointed at the butolier.s 
alone, for I feel sure that a look at the 
books of storekeepers gonernlly would 
reveal that wherever the .nccessarif.s of 
life are dealt in there cueists a most ' 
reckless system of giving credit which 
can only be maintained by'incro'tfs6 of j 
prices to buyor.s.

Sho was a bright, 
lovely girl, 17 years old, ; and, most 
highly esteemed foni iwomanly i virtues 
and gentleness o£ nature; .,,:5'er 'father 
was 57 years old, and was ont of the 
oldest residents and merchants of Ly- 
ons. Besides a widowed mother, a 
daughter and thieo .sous survive. The 
tragic aflair itself, aside from the sad 
sequel, has cast a gloom ovor this sec; 
tion, , Miss*Franki« Hovey, tlie sui- 
cide, was betrothed to Eugeue Ilaitis, 
brother of the State Senator from this 
district. Her father had opposed the 
match until ho saw his daughter's per- 
manent happiness coDcerned, then con- 
sented, and'the wedding-day was set. 
They were to have been' married to- 
day, and this fact probably fixed tho 
date of the terrible deeds she coniiuit- 
ted. In October, Eugene Rains com- 
mitted suicide in a remote part of 
Louisiana, and ever since she learned 
of his death Fraukio had seemed to re- 
gard her father's forruer opposition to 
tho marriage as the cause of Eugene's 
suicide. This hullucination made her 
a recognized monomaniac, though her 
symptoms were not regarded as more 
serious than, those of deeply disappoint- 
ed love. She .said, only a few days 
ago, sho never wished to outlivti her 
father, and never would. In the let- 
ter she wrote her pastor before the 
tragedy to-day she conveyed the im- 
pression that it must appear to others 
that she was tlie cau.se of liugene's 
death iu :-;ome way. She wrote that her 
father had been always uioro than kind 
to her, and said slie was his Cliristinas 
present, as she became his daughter 
Christmas eve: " " Father,"' she said,

added to her pastor: " Can you won- 
der, though, that 1 feel .'as if it ;Ayere 
myself who committed the terrible 
sin!" Tiiese significant word.s may have 
a bearing upon the suicidal insanity of 
both herself and her affianced husband.

To Amend Bijlaio No. 1, for fite Pnitertimi 
of the Vitij tujmnd Fire. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
aiuond tlio Bylaw " Foi- thojtrotoc- 
tion of tlic City .igainst Fiic," (tfttetV the 
tliird day of October, 1802; 

Be ittiieuf.foue KNAtrnn by the iMnynr 
an4 Corporation of tlio .City of Yictoriii a.s 
folloi^a:--- , , ,!■:;;.' 

1. Sections 7 and 10 of the siiid ByLiw 
are hereby repealed. 

2. The w.-ills of .ill ohiiuuies kIkiU not 
be loss than four (4) inclioa in tliickr.o.ss, 
built of brick laid in good lime iiioi-ttu-, 
all joints being ■well Unshod. 

3. Allfluesshallbeliiai'gotted throughout ; 
the costing shall not be' less than' thrco- 
eighths of an inch in thicltness.'' ' ' ' 

^- 4 All outer joints of ohimnoy.s shull 1)0 
flat-jointed with strong limo iiuirtar im- 
mediately after tho erection tliort'of. 

5. No joists, bond tiinlior, or wood of 
any kind shall be allowed to enter or rest 
upon the brick Avork of any chimney. 

G. The tops of all chimneys shall be xit 
least four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney shall be deemed by 
the Mayor and Council to bo uu.safo it 
shall be lawful for tho Jlayor and Coun- 
cil to order the same to bu taken down, 
and it shall be tho duty of the pci'Bon 
owning the said chimney or occupying tho 
house or promises whereon tlio wanie may 
bo to take down such cliiiniioy within 
three days after lie shall have been order- 
ed to do so. 

8. That any person guiltj' of any iii- 
frastioii of any of the provisions of this, 
Bylaw, or of disohodience to tiny order 
made in ])ursuancc hereof, shall, on con- 
viction before tho Police Magislrute nr 
other Justice fit tho Peace for tlie said 
City, forfeit, at the di.sci'eti(ni of the Po- 
lice Magistrate or Justice of the Peace 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding 
.$•25 for each oilbnce, togethier '^srith the 
coats of prosecution, and in default" of 
payment of any such fine, together with 
costs of prosecution, it shall bo lawful for 
the Police Magistrate or other Ju.stico of 
the Peace convicting i\h aforesaid to ia.siie 
his or their warrant to levy the amount 
of fine and costs by distrcsa and sale of 
the cfifender's goods and chiittels, and in 
case no suflicient distress to satisfy the 
amount of fine and costs shall bo found, 
it shall be lawful for the Police l\Iagis- 
trAte or Justice of the Peace as aforesaid 
to commit tho ott'ondor to the Common 
Gtiol for any period not oxcoeding one 
mouth.
